| | 1. On 3 December 1951 Lieutenant General Sha-pei-no-fu (21° A G&# ) (2 Shabinov), 
Chief of Staff of the Soviet Far East Air Foree Headquarters, arrived in Peiping 
by plane from Khabarovsk. At 10 a.m., December, he flew to Ktaifeng and IIm- 
25X1C kow to inspect the treining of Chinese Commmist paratroops. On 8 Decerber he 
returned to Peipinge On 10 December he flew to Tsinan and Isuchow to inspect air 
facilities in those areas. He returned to Poiping on 16 December and immediately 
left by plane for Khabarovsk. 


2. On 16 Decenber three new Soviet-made "supersonic" airplanes landed at iimkden West 
Airfield from Dairene On 18 December nine TU-2.bombers arrived in Mukden from 
Dairen. On 19 December three of these bombers left ilukden and flew exetward, 


3. In late December the reconstruction of Tanclm (110-32, 23-26) Airfield was com 
pleted, The runways are serviceable for landing heavy bombers. Soviet air 
adviser Ya-li-chi ( if& #] # ), 18 Soviet technicians, 5 Japanese technicians, and 
hO Chinese Communist Air Force personnel are at this field. 
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
